followed Menina to her beautiful 
sland h ome, and married her. On 
the street where his house stood is a 
modern building with a tablet bear- 
ing his name. 

The island is only 13x33 miles, ris- 
ing in some portions to a height of 
5,000 feet. The streets of the city 
are narrow and paved with small, 
round atones. The means of street 
travel is the "bull car," a two seated 
vehicle on runners like a sled, drawn 
by oxen. 

A steam cog road carries you two 
miles up the mountain, and a kind 
of toboggan, guided by a swift run- 
ner, brings you down at a speed of 
five minutes to the mile. I felt very 
much towards the two old men who 
guided my toboggan like Mark 
Twain felt towards his little donkey 
in Egypt, when he decided to walk 
awhile and let the donkey ride. An- 
other means of street travel is the 
"rede," a kind of hammock carried 
by two robust natives. 

This is a country where you can 
feel rich . It takes 1 ,000 reis to make 
a dollar, and a 20 reis piece is fully 
as large as our half dollar. The peo- 
ple are poor. Beegars abound, yet 
from the spier did pardens, vine- 
yards and cane fields, you are con- 
vinced that the islanders are not al- 
together indolent. On the whole, 
they seem to be a thrifty people. 

This is a Catholic stronghold, and 
as in all these eastern Catholic coun- 
tries, religion is little more than a 
Sixteenth century superstition. 
There is a Methodist mission here 
under the leadership of Dr. Smart, 
but he tells me that it was difficult 
to make headway. Strictly speak- 
ing, every meeting he holds is a vio- 
lation of law. The mission is simply 
tolerated, not recognized by law. It 
was my privilege, along with a few 
others of the cruise, to speak at this 
mission. It was the first time I ever 
spoke a word for Jesus, when I was 
really breaking tht law to do it. 

7'he missionaries and the native 
members of the mission gave a spe- ! 
cial service for the large number of J 
visitors, but only about twenty of 
us were there. But what a feast I 
we had! The ball at the Casino, one j 
of the most notorious gambling re- 
sorts this side the Atlantic, drew a 
larger number. I suppose these 
Christian pilgrims on their way to 
the land where Jesus lived, thought 
they could do the people more good 
by giving a ball at the Casino, show- 
ing them how little difference there 
is in the real Christian article in 
America, and in this devil possessed 
island across the sea, and by lending 
a bit of real Christian respectability 
to this notorious resort of sin. 

God pity the preacher whose 
church is composed of such men and 
women at home. When I see a poor 
little preacher fretting, and pulling, 
" puffing, wearing his life out try- 
ing to make the work go with that 
sort of going to curse his work, and 
break his heart. I am reminded of 
the story of the Irishman's team. 
He had a kicker, a butter, a stinger 
and a stinker— a mule, a billy goat, 
a bumblebee and a skunk. He got 
his load to market, but couldn't get 
his team in. I couldn't help but ru- 
minate, as Bill Arp would say, a 
little. If the okl ship should go 



down, who would die praiaing Cod, 
and who would die pleading for 
mercy, the church members who 
went to the mission, or the church 
members whi» went to the dance at 
the gambling resort? A man with 
one eye and a half an ounce of brains 
could aruwor that question. 

A card club has been organized 
aboard, presided over by a — 
preacher. Do you wonder that he 
is in the list of "not wanted" in his 
denomination, and is without 
charge ?Certainly he is not wanted, 
and yet he has as mu;h right before 
God and man to play cards as any 
church member in his denomination. 

A dancing club also has been or- 
ganized. The enthusiasm of visiting 
the land where Jesus lived and died, 
the land where was born our blessed 
?el, seems to have settled in their 
heels rather than in their hearts.

HIG FORCE OF NEV SOLDIERS 
NEEDED EACH YEAR. 

The Largest Recruiting Station of 
Wett, That Located at Jefferson 
Barracks, Missouri. 

The stuff out of which soldiers are 
made Is picked up In the rough, crude 
state at the rule of about 20,000 head 
per year, and under the zealous hands 
of the drill master It soon becomes the 
trained soldier to do the nation's bid- 
ding and defend her Interests wherever 
they may lie.

After the bath the recruit goes 
across the hall to an examining room, 
where the surgeon and recruiting o.n- 
iar puts him through a thorough, phy 
;ical examination. A great majority 
)f men who apply for enlistment an; 
•ejected physically. On account of the 
horoughnesH of this examination we 
ire believed to have as fine a body of 

ither' In the world. Afte/having his 
jxamlnation, the recruit is duly en- 
isted, has the articles of war read to 
dm and is then solemnly sworn Into 
he service of the United States, and 
ias a short lecture delivered to him 
by the recruiting officer on the crime, 
folly and idiocy of desertion. He Is 
then given a uniform and a sufficient 
quantity of underclothing, shoes and 
other necessities to fully equip him for 
his stay at the recruit depot. 

The depot commander, Col. Evan 
has made every effort toward Instilling 
In the mind of the recruit while at the 
depot the primary essentials of a 
soldier — cleanliness, manliness, Im- 
plicit obedience to his superiors and a 
soldierly carriage and deportment, and 
his sole idea has been to send to the 
post to which the recruit may go a 
young American soldier who has a re 
spect for his uniform, a pride in his 
profession, a man of whom his future 
officers may be proud. 

The recruit depot at Jefferson bar- 
racks was organized on August 10, 
1906. In compliance with an act of 
congress appointed June 12, 1906, 
and comprises six recruit companies, 
numbeied 14. 15, 16, 17. 18. and 
19. The first, second, third, fourth, 
fifth and sixth recruit companies are 
stationed at Fort Soclum. N. Y.; the 
seventh, eighth, ninth, tenth, eleventh.
